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Fund Raising Effort To Be 
Based On ‘CLASSy’ Clean

The phone receiver is disconnected 
The coffee is ready 

They virtually swarm over the house 
the business executives; the politician; 
the media. Drinking coffee; taking pic- 
tures; talking shop. Picking their way 
umid the coils the gargantuan vacuum- 
eaner hoses 

Vacuum-cleaner hoses 

Ordinarily, when Upkeep Cleaning 
Services of Andover puts its professiona! 
a carpet, there is more suds 
than hoopla. This time, however, both 
the house being cleaned—which belongs 
to State Rep. Sue Tucker—and the indi- 
rect beneficiary of the cleaning (the Citi- 
zens League for Adult Special Services 
known as C.L.A.S.S.) put Friday morn- 
ing’s scrub session in the limelight 

C.L.A.S.S., Inc., is an Andover-based, 
non-profit agency which provides high- 
quality day programs and vocational 
training for area adults who are mental- 
y retarded. Begun nine years ago, it Is 
now housed at 16 Haverhill St. in And- 
ver 

The organization works with five levels 
of mentally retarded adults, from those 
who are learning the most basic daily 
living skills, to those being trained to 
work in private industry. When it began, 
C.L.A.S.S. served three clients and oper- 
ated out of a one-room office. It has since 
grown, by leaps and bounds, to serve 112 
clients—65 of them from the And 
over/Greater Lawrence area—and to 
take up 15,000 square feet of space over 
three floors of a renovated factory build 
ing in Shawsheen 

In the two years since 1983 alone, the 
number of clients served by C.L.A.S.S 
has nearly doubled. As can be expected, 
so has the budget.‘‘In 1983, our budget 
was $622,000,"’ says Bob McCaffrey, who 
has been the executive director of 
C.L.A.S.S. for the past two years. ‘To 
day, it’s $1,250,000."’ Of this total, he ex- 
plains, $1,150,000 will come from public 
or governmental funding; clients and 
their parents do not pay tuition. ‘‘The 
state supports the basics,” he says 

The rest, some $100,000, must be raised 
from the private sector. C.L.A.S.S. day 
activity clients do some work for pay for 
private companies. And, the organiza- 
tion has its own janitorial work crew of 
trainees, called ‘‘Clean With 
C.L.A.S.S."", who bring in a certain 
amount of revenue 

Beyond that, there are donations of 
time, goods, services and money from 
the general public. These bridge the gap, 
enabling C.L.A.S.S. to give its clients 
more than ‘‘the basic 

One by one, coffee cups thump back 
down onto the table. One by one, the peo- 
ple rise—picture time. They crowd into 
the living room; a few glance down at 
the carpeting beneath their feet. Though 
it’s light in color, the soil is moderate— 
the kind of everyday scuffing that you 
might expect from a woman like Rep. 
Tucker, who’s not one to air her dirt 
carpet in public 

the photographer placeg them all 
‘arefully amid the hosing. Hé hands Mc- 
Caffrey a ceramic lamp. ‘‘Here—you can 
hold this,”’ he I’m not using a 
flash.”

to it.“‘I’m not going to be in the picture 
holding this thing, am I?’’ 

If, for C.L.A.S.S., the precipitious 
growth of the last two years seems to be 
leveling, it is an illusion. Because of the 
government thrust to de-institutionaliz 
mentally retarded adults, McCaffrey 
faces the real possibility that C.L.A.S.S 
might be taking on the training of up to 
88 new clients during the next 18 
months—clients soon to be released from 
the Hogan Regional Center and John 
Barry Training Center in Reading. Many 
of these prospective clients, says McCaf 
frey, suffer severe physical handicap 
number are non-ambulatory 

More clients—and more 
fected clients—mean that C.L.A.S.S. will 
need more money to face its future. Like 
most non-profit agencies, C.L.A.5.S. re 
lies upon good old-fashioned fund-raising 
to take up the slack in its budget. This 
year, McCaffrey and his board of direc 
tors hope to raise $25,000—more than 
twice last year’s fund-raising total—in 
their annual C.L.A.S.S. Christmas Fund 
and Holiday Drive. The bulk of this mon- 
ey is earmarked for the purchase of a 
much-needed wheelchair-accessible van 

All of which leads to Rep. Sue Tucker 
Farrwood Drive house, which, last F'ri 
day morning, hosted the kick-off to this 
year’s fundraiser 

As part of the drive, Ken Barry of Up- 
keep Cleaning Services—who is a mem- 
ber of the C.L.A.S.S. fund-raising 
committee—has pledged a portion of his 
profit from every professional cleaning 
done before Jan. 31, 1986, to C.L.A.S.S 
Rep. Tucker volunteered her house as 
his first official source of donation. 

Rep. Tucker hands the check to Ken 
Barry; the photographer clicks his shut- 
ter, while McCaffrey juggles the lamp 
The photographer takes two shots, then 
turns and takes one of McCaffrey 
straight on—presumably for laughs. 

He turns once more to the scene in the 


severely-al- 


living room. The check changes hands a 
third time; a fourth. Click. Click. It is 
beginning to look a bit limp, as are the 
smiles of Tucker, Barry, fund-raising 
committee member Jack Carlton and 
fund-raising chairman Barry Dyke 

‘*There—that's all,’’ says the photogra- 
pher. £veryone relaxes; the smiles are 
once again perfectly natural 

C.L.A.S.S. is one of my, favorite orga- 
nizations,’ says Rep. Sue Tucker. “‘I vis- 
t it frequently and I’ve seen first-hand 
the work they do; it’s a well-run organi 
zation.’ 

fucker is especially high on Upkeep’s 
contribution. “‘I believe very strongly in 
these public/private efforts,’’ she says 

It’s good to see the willingness of pri- 
vate organizations to help out public 

cUSES 

Bob McCaffrey also a believer in 
community involvement. “The reason 
we've been able to remain financially 
stable in this period of dramatic growth 
is the support of community volunteers 
and private industry,” he says. 

That support includes vocational train- 
ing of clients by individuals from private 
companies. It includes a committed 
board of community members—as well 
as a young and vital fund-raising com- 
mittee, whose members include four lo- 
cal company presidents, an attorney and 
an obstetrician 

Community support also includes con- 
tributions of equipment, such as the com- 
puter system used for internal controls, 
which was recently given by Jim Taobe 
vf Burger Paper in Lawrence. Or the 
exercise equipment used by C.L.A.S.S 
‘lients, which came from the Fitness 
Center at the Sheraton Rolling Green 

The first photographer leaves; a sec 
ond trundles the group out the door to 
pose in front of Ken Barry’s white Up- 
keep van. A nasty wind flicks the tree 
limbs back and forth; the weather is 
McCaffrey, minus the 


downright cold 


lamp, takes his place with the rest of the 
group. Smiles; check-passing; shivers. 
“This is a lot of work,’’ somebody quips. 

Bob McCaffrey solicits many of his 
contributions—and his volunteers—using 
method noted fund-raisers might ad- 
mire. Take, for instance, Barry Dyke. As 
president of New England Financial 
Services of North Andover, Dyke rep- 
resents New England Life Equity Serv- 
ices. ‘‘He came in to sell us insurance,”’ 
McCaffrey says, grinning.‘‘Now, he’s the 
chairman of the fund-raising commit- 
tee.” 

And about that exercise equipment. On 
his way to work out at the Fitness Center 
one morning, McCaffrey spotted Stephen 
Duffy of the Sheraton Rolling Green and 
Jack Carlton, who manages the Fitness 
Center, loading the stuff onto a truck. 
‘‘So I walked over and asked them to do- 
nate it to C.L.A.S.S.,” says McCaffrey. 
They did—and Carlton donated himself 
to serve on the fund-raising committee. 

The recruiting of Ken Barry, McCaf- 
frey admits, was one of his finer moves. 
‘Ken Barry came into the building 
looking for a cleaning contract,’’ McCaf- 
frey says. ‘“‘When he left, he was $50 
lighter—we’d sold him a raffle ticket. 
And he was on the fund-raising commit- 
tee.”’ 

Barry was a prime ‘‘acquisition’”’ for 
C.L.A.S.S. His Upkeep Cleaning Systems 
has been tidying up homes, offices and 
even autos in the Andover area since 
1981. Before he took up industrial clean- 
ing, however, Barry worked in mental 
health. “I ran a halfway house in Cam- 
bridge for individuals who were emotion- 
ally disturbed and homeless,” he 
explains 

Since his first meeting with McCaf- 
frey, Barry has donated cleaning equip- 
ment worth $1500 to ‘‘Clean With Class.”’ 
He has also volunteered to participate in

Andover Students Go On 
Camera With Study Skills 


Eight sixth graders and one teacher 
gathered recently, under the white lights 
yf the Cable T.V. studio, adjacent to the 
Collins Center in the basement of And 
ver High School, to discuss the first of a 
three-part series about study skills, 
based on the booklet of study, ‘‘Learning 
to Learn.’ 

The first program in the series, based 
mn the study guide, was a discussion of 
how to equip yourself for school, the 
right environment for learning and 
homework habits.”’ 

Learning to Learn” was a booklet of 
study and research and reporting skills, 
developed in 1981 by Andover teachers 
during an inservice study skills project. 
Intended originally as resource material 
for teachers, it was recently expanded 
and revised by Irene Crane, Charlotte 
Lynch and William Skladany as a book- 
let for sixth grade students. 

At the suggestion of Supt. Kenneth R. 
Seifert and Asst. Supt. Lois Haslem, a 
series of televised lessons in the form of 
discussion groups are in the process of 
being produced and shown on Andover’s 
school channel 11, according to Dorothy 
Sipsey, reading program advisor for the 
Andover Public Schools 

[wo sixth graders from each of the 
four elementary schools were chosen to 
appear in the series. 

We tried to find the children w 
were good communicators and not shy 
Irene Crane, sixth grade teacher at Ban 
croft school, said 

The purpose of the book is to improve 
the study skills of the students beginning 
in the sixth grade, according to Crane 

‘We used to assume that children 
know how to study, but that just isn’t 
so.’’ Crane said. ‘‘We have to provide 
them with the information and give them 
tools that will enable them to know how 
to study, attack their homework and how 
to budget their time.”’ 

The eight sixth graders gathered 
around Crane, on the dais. The first pro- 
gram is a one-half-hour, ad-lib discussion 
by the teacher and the students about 
what learning means to them, study hab- 
its and homework 

The first run through is finished in a 
half hour. A break is called by Jake Ed- 
munds, administrator of the cable tele- 
vision department for the Andover 
Public Schools, before parts of the seg- 
ment are refilmed. 

“The camera puts ten pounds on you,”’ 
Ryan Kelly, West School, informs Irene 
Crane. . 

“That makes me feel a lot better about 
being on camera,’’ Crane tells him.

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Meeting At Wellesley 
Focuses On Summer Programs 


A special meeting for boys and girls, ages 12- 
14 and 15-17, from Andover and their parents 
and friends has been scheduled for Sunday, Dec. 
1, from 2 p.m. to 3 p.m. at Wellesley College, 
Pendleton 105 East. The purpose of this meeting 
is to acquaint individuals with two separate Ex- 
ploration Summer Programs which will be held 
on the Wellesley College Campus.

Dr. Matthew Sochalski of Londonderry, N.H., 
stepped out of his wheelchair to address an audi- 
ence of nearly 300 present and former patients 
of Northeast Rehabilitation Hospital on the oc- 
casion of the first anniversary of the hospital’s 
opening. The former dentist, who has Multiple 
Sclerosis and is no longer able to practice den- 
tistry, has begun a new career as a state rep- 
resentative from Londonderry. He is also a very 
active political advocate for the handicapped on 
the state and national level. He serves as chair- 
man of the House Committee on Health and Hu- 
man Services in New Hamsphire. 

“T don’t think of myself as handicapped,” 
stated Dr. Sochalski. “I am a person firt and 
foremost who happens to have a disability. I 
know what I am capable of doing and when I 
need help.’’ He pointed out that he needed help 
to get his, wheelchair up the ramp and on to the 
stage, however, he did not need help to give his 
speech. “Don’t let pride stand in your way of 
reaching any goal,’”’ he admonished. 

Dr. Sochalski emphasized that the rehabilita- 
tion process goes on long after the patient leaves 
the hospital, especia'ly the psychological el- 
ements of adjustment to illness or disability. 
For many, rehabilitation is a continuing process

Little Bird Visits Preschool 


By Tanya Adams 


“Imagine a land without houses, stores, cars. . 
only forest and fields. Imagine no streets, no 
airplanes, no sneakers, just paths through the 
woods, birds in the air and soft animal skins on 
your feet. This was the life of the Wompanoag in 
the 17th century. My name is Melissa, but it is 
also Zippzees, which means Little Bird.”’ 

So began Melissa Paul, a Wompanoag rep- 
resentative from Plimoth Plantation who visited 
the children of LLL Preschool on Nvember 13. 
Youngsters from West Parish Nursery also at- 
tended. 

Dressed in familiar jeans and sweater, but 
bringing the regalia (furs, skins and ornamenta- 
tion) of the Wompanoag, Melissa educated the 
children about the native American way of life. 
This realistic presentation has been developed 
by the teachers of the education department of 
Plimoth Plantation in order to counter precon- 
ceived visions children have of Indians wearing 
feathers and leather. Instead, they learned 
about the traditional culture and diversity and 
richness of the Wompanoag lifestyle. 

Wompanoag means ‘People of the Dawn 
Land’’ because living in southeastern Massa- 
chusetts, they were the first to see the light of 
day. Melissa explained the responsibilities of 
each member of the family. The men hunted, 
fished, made weapons and only cultivated tobac- 
co. The women were in charge of the home, 
planted crops, dug shellfish, made baskets, 
twine and rope. The children learned the norm 
of their society and were encouraged to copy 
appropriate adult practices

The plan, if put into effect, would begin work 
on a four-year approach consisting of the follow- 
ing stages: internal assessment, Curriculum de- 
cisions, pilot projects, and full implementation 
Work would begin on half of the departments in 
1986-87 and the other half in 1987-88, curriculum 
areas that are selected would be reviewed to 
ensure that the following elements are in place: 
a skills continuum K-12, essential components 
within each continuum; an emphasis on thinking 
skills: essential core curriculum and an internal 
assessment, according to Seifert 

The Instructional Stategies and Thinking 
Skills Project, similiar to the curriculum revi- 
sion, would be a four-year initiative that would 
emanate from the Research and Development 
Center, according to Seifert 

The project would highlight several functions; 
research, establishment of internal and externa! 
information and a communications network, 
and a direct linkage with the curriculum work 
within the subject areas and consideration of 
practical implementation within the schools 
First year work would yield research conclu- 
sions and planning for a small pilot projects 
During the second year, these pilots would be 
evaluated and expanded. Third year activity 
would address the questions of changing instruc- 
tional strategies, varying teacher/pupil ratios, 
the promotion of interdisciplinary curriculum 
and modification of the structuring and schedul- 
ing within the schools. The last major phase, 
year four, would result in full implementation 
including schoolwide organization, intensive in- 
struction in thinking skills and significant inter- 
gration of curricula, according to Seifert 

“This is not radical. They are generally ac- 
cepted educational principles, direction that has 
been discussed for the last ten years.’’ Seifert 
said.

‘This is an ambitious undertaking,’’ School 
Committee member Richard E. Neal said fol- 
lowing the presentation. ‘“‘This four-year pro- 
ram may extend beyond that. It is a far more 
concise plan than what textbook should be used. 
It takes a hard look at the school system with 
subtle and dramatic changes in what we are tea- 
hing and what approaches we should expect. 
This should be a priority item and we should 
provide the resources necessary to support it.” 

‘This is a time for rejuvenation and we should 
follow this project through and put it together in 
a cohesive fashion to be ready for the year 
2000,’’ Committee member Michael Giammusso 
said 

Committee member Susan Poore requested 
that, “Before I Bive my 100 percent approval, | 
would like more about what the specifics of the 
plan are and not just the generalities of the plan 
I would like a population study, space needs 
plan and financial model to interface with the 
plan.” 

Specifics of the plan, along with a breakdown 
of the budget requirements, would be forthcom- 
ing in January, Supt. Seifert told Poore. 

The School Committee plans to provide a cal- 
endar for further discussions on the curriculum 
and instructional plan, public information fo- 
rums on the plan, copies of the report available 
in Memorial Hall Library and available to mem- 
bers of the Parents Advisory Board officers. 

Further research into financial models, pop- 
ulation trends and student space needs will be 
made by the school administrators and School 
Comunittee.

Board Works On Clarifying 
Plans For Business District 


By Susan K. O’Neill 


In Tuesday night’s meeting, the Plan- 
ning Board attempted to clarify both its 
zoning language and its plans for the fu- 
ture of Andover’s Central Business Dis- 
trict. 

At the meeting’s onset, Principal Plan- 
ner Nancy Jeton introduced a lengthy 
memo she had written to summarize 
short- and long-range planning issues for 
the CBD. Working from this, the board 
discussed zoning changes it hopes to 
bring before this year’s Town Meeting. 
These include a commercial overlay 
zone, individual property rezoning, the 
Multi-Family buffer zone and landscape 
buffers between differently-zoned prop- 
erties. 

In keeping with their aim to encourage 
retail property use in the CBD, the board 
honed plans for a proposed commercial 
overlay zone, which would augment 
existing General Business zoning in the 
area of Park and Barnard Streets. As 
proposed, the overlay zone would limit 
the use of first floor space within its 
boundaries to retail and restaurant use. 
Second-floor use would not be affected, 
and would follow present GB guidelines. 

According to Jeton, many individuals 
and organizations have suggested uses 
for the old Town Hall, which is included 
in the proposed overlay zone. These in- 
clude historical restoration, the research 
and re-estabiishment of “past usage, in- 
stallation of Post Office services, and of- 
fice use. ‘‘Lots of different people have 
lots of different goals for that property,”’ 
she said. ‘I think the time has come for 
people to get together to talk about it.” 

The board also worked to clarify its 
criteria for individual zoning changes. 
Jeton’s memo listed a number of 
guidelines, drawn from board members’ 
statements at previous meetings, for re- 
zoning a residential property General 
Business. These included unsuitability

for residential use, “‘handship’’ caused 
by severe visual intrusion by commer- 
cial properties and heavy traffic, inde- 
pendent parking potential and the 
likelihood that the rezoning would not 
cause a similar “‘hardship”’ for the par- 
cel’s residential neighbors. 

Chairman Margaret Bradshaw sug- 
gested that property not be rezoned by 
parcel, but by block or street. She main- 
tained that the ‘‘character of the street’”’ 
should determine the zoning. Board 
members agreed with the philosophy of 
the idea, but expressed reservations 
about its practical application. 

Board member Andrew Girdwood 
summarized the general drift of the dis- 
cussion by saying that rezoning of indi- 
vidual parcels in accordance with 
“hardship” criteria should be used, 
“pretty much solely, for my view, for 
cleaning up the situation in the present.”’ 

Jn the future, the board agreed, it 
would be better policy to rezone by street 
or neighborhood when possible. ‘I’m not 
sure that we can do this for every case, 
every time,’’ said Bradshaw, ‘But it 
should be a planning tool—this is what 
the Planning Board should have for fu- 
ture use.”’ 

The board has not yet agreed to rezone 


~ any of the specific pieces of property 


including parcels on Florence, Punchard 
and Bartlett Streets— that it has been 
considering 

As it has in previous meetings, the 
board once again attempted to refine its 
concept of a Multi-Family buffer zone 
The proposed new MF zone would be de 
signed to protect the residential charac- 
ter of downtown property as well as to 
define the edge of, and provide additio- 
nal housing options adjacent to, the CBD 
It would allow owners to convert suitable 
single-family homes to limited appart- 
ment use. 


In Center To Begin 


The Merrimack Valley Regional Tran- 
sit Authority, along with federal, state 
and local support, will sponsor a free 
shuttle service for the Andover Intown 
shoppers and commuters beginning 
Monday, Dec.2. 


The first of this type of shuttle service 
for Andover will begin at Shawsheen 
Square and runs up North Main Street to 
Elm Square to Wheeler Street, Bartlet 
Street, Morton Street and to Chestnut 
Street.

While board members could agree that

Down The Years With The Townsman 


75 Years Ago — November 1910 

By a decision of the full bench of the Supreme Court that 
part of the estate of Benjamin H. Punchard of Andover, 
who died 60 years ago, and which was left to his adopted 
daughter, Ellen, who died in 1892, without any living heirs, 
will not go to Andover for an orphan asylum, but is to be 
distributed among other charities. The decision was 6n a 
petition brought by Frances S. Clare, executrix, against 
the inhabitants of Andover and others with a view to have 
the will of Mr. Punchard construed so as to dispose of 
certain funds in the hands of the petitioner. 

A large number of people were present at the town hall 
on Saturday afternoon to witness the reproduction of the 
Harvard-Yale game. A large chart marked off into 5-yard 
sections was erected and the various plays, as soon as the 
news of them were received from New Haven, were 
shown by Mr. Lillard, who pushed the football back and 
forth across the chart. The messages, which were sent 
very quickly and regularly, were read by Mr. Keep and 
the entire reproduction was so well carried out that it 
formed a good substitute for seeing the real game. 

A recount of votes cast for Butler Ames and James H. 
Carmichael was made at the town hall on Wednesday of 
this week. The recount asked for by the supporters of Car- 
michael and took place only in this town and in five pre- 
cincts of Lowell. 

Two Andover youths were fined ten dollars each by 
Judge, Stone this week for disturbing the peace last Friday 
night on a street car. 

The Hillside House alleys were the scene of a very close 
and exciting game of Duck Pins last Friday evening, be- 
tween teams representing the Knights of Pythia and the 
Smith and Dove Overseers Club. The latter won two 


strings and the pinball by 19 pins. 

50 Years Ago — November 1935 

The Phillips Academy soccer team forged on to another 
undefeated season when they won another game Satur- 
day, this one over Tabor Academy 4 to 0. 

A revolver was picked up by Officer Raymond Hickey 
from the ice on the river, near the Woburn Street bridge 
Wednesday morning. It had been turned over to the state, 
although Chief of Police George A. Dane states that it 
could not possibly have been used in a recent crime. It 
was practically falling apart, he said. 

A quick-kick formation, dangerous at best but inviting 
almost certain disaster, when used against a team with a 
pair of ends that Exeter had, accounted for a 7-0 defeat for 
the local academy team in the annual game at Exeter last 
Saturday.

Decision 
Opens Door 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

The Zoning Board of Appeals, through a re- 
cent granting of a special permit, has seen fit to 
open doors to potential commercial devel- 
opment within residential areas. 

The zoning relief granted was the permission 
to operate a day care center to accommodate 
some 35 children and was allowed notwithstand- 
ing a written statement of opposition signed by 
some 54 abuttors. The petitioner based her case 
on a new provision of the zoning bylaw enabling - 
applicants to seek by way of special permit, the ~ 
ability to operate ‘‘a day care center or other 
facility providing day care to more than six (6) 
children licensed by the Commonwealth of Mas- 
sachusetts under the provisions of Chapter 28A 
operated by the resident owner of the prem- 
ises. 

The petitioner presented herself and her case 
in an attractive manner, assured the board that 
she had or would be able to secure the necessary 
license from the Office for Children, which does 
not appear doubtful, and told the board that her 
daughter, a co-owner of the corporate enter- 
prise, would be residing within the premises. 
The petitioner does not currently hold title to the 
real estate, but, apparently, holds an option on 
same, depending upon the success of her case. 

It is unclear as to the intent, purpose and 
thinking of the draftsman of this new bylaw pro- 
vision, but the following is respectfully sub- 
mitted as the most plausible situation which 
those draftsmen may have had in mind: 

A homeower living on a quiet cul-de-sac, or in 
a home without nearby dwellings, whose chilren 
may have grown and flown the coop and who has 
a large home and backyard with adequate 
screening and privacy, who has some form of 
approval frorm the neighbors, could supplement 
his or her income by taking in slightly more chil- 
dren by special permit than the bylaw allows 
without board action. Perhaps eight or 10 or 12 
children as a maximum could be accommodated 
in such a residence without substantially chang- 
ing the character of that residence or of the sur- 
rounding area. The petitioner could state that he 
or she needs an assistant to help take care of the 
children and that as many as 12 children might 
be needed so that the income would be sufficient 
to handle the salary for that assistant. 

If this scenario which I have suggested above 
should be accurate, none of it obtains in the peti- 
tion that was allowed on North Street. While as 
many as 10 or 12 children being accommodated 
during the daytime would probably not substan- 
tially change or be detrimental to the character 
of a neighborhood, the presence of 35 children 
amounts to a school. Here the school is being 
conducted for a profit. The profit must be se- 
cured on a 35-children basis because only then 
does the acquisition of the residence become 
possible, and it is submitted that the acquisition 
of the residence—and use of same—is predomi- 
nantly for a business purpose. 

When we homeowners purchased our houses 
in Andover, we engaged in the decision-making 
process that included, among other things, the 
neighborhood, proximity to employment, 
schools, shopping, place of worship and, of 
course, affordability. None of that, however, is 
present in the petition on North Street: The peti- 
tioner’s daughter has to go into this property to 
meet one of the bylaw requirements to bring

should be considered reasonable. 

The board also attempted to define the 
proposed zone’s geographical bounda- 
ries, but it succeeded only in excluding 
properties on the south-western edge of 
the CBD. Reinterating that the zoning 
should define the edge of the CBD. chair- 
man Bradshaw stated, ‘‘What we’re real- 
ly trying to do is look at that area where 
there’s always been a ‘pushing.’ ” On 
streets such as Locke and School Streets, 
she said, there has been no such obvious 
encroachment; natural buffers, such as 
church properties, already define the de- 
sired edge.

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Business Building Undergoing Restoration 


The Barnard Building, 10 Main St, downtown Andover, originally constructed 
in 1910, is undergoing restoration. Styled with granite quoins at the corners and 
bays, fluted ionic pilasters and palladian windows, the building is a fine exam- 
ple of classic revival architecture.

As 
owner of one of the downtown's most finely detailed buildings, Scanlon’s vision 
includes an upgrading and increase in square footage without losing the original 
architectural design. 


The architectural firm of Roberts Associates Architects Planners has been 
retained by Scanlon to provide services from preliminary design through com- 
pletion of construction 


The $2+ m lion project includes cleaning exterior brick and stone masonry, 
replacing wi dows, sills and trim to match the existing, and new mahogany and 
glass storef »nts while providing modern flexible office space on the interior. 
Plans for tl e inside include a passenger elevator and mahogany trim stairway 
and doors. Four floors totalling 15,000 square feet will be added to the rear of the 
building 

The construction contract has been awarded to the Channel Building Compa- 
ny, Inc. of Andover. Channel has been involved with historical restoration work 
throughout New England as well as in Andover’s central business district. Well 
known projects include the BayBank building representing the perfect blend of 
old and new and the Andover Town Offices which are honored as having the 
most significant management innovation in the Commonwealth. Other projects 
are the Musgrove Building whose shape is adapted to the odd configuration of 
its site, the North Andover Brick Store and Market Square in Newburyport. 

Current disciplines represented at Channel include planning, architecture, 
engineering and construction. The professional staff takes most projects from 
the conceptual planning stage through design and engineering into construction.

New Buses 


Sen. Patricia McGovern (D-Lawrence) an- 
nounced that three new buses have been deliv- 
ered to the Gray Line bus company under a 
state program designed to allow private car- 
riers to modernize their fleets at substantial 
savings. Gray Line has replaced Trombley Mo- 
tor Coach service in the Greater Lawrence 
Area. 

McGovern said that the buses were awarded 
under the Intercity Bus Capital Assistance Pro- 
gram (IBCAP) through which selected Massa- 
chusetts bus companies lease new buses from 
the state at rates up to $1000 per month less than 
usual for each vehicle. 

“Gray Line provides an important service to 
this area,”’ said the senator. ‘‘It’s important that 
we do all we can to encourage commuting by 
public transportation to alleviate highway con- 
gestion and these new buses should make bus 
travel an even more desirable option for com- 
muters.”’ 

McGovern said that under this round of IB- 
CAP awards, 28 vehicles will be delivered to 
nine bus companies throughout the state. Six of 
the buses, which will be delivered early next 
year, will be accessible to special needs riders. 

‘These wheelchair lift-equipped buses will, 
for the first time anywhere in the nation, make 
intercity bus travel available to riders with spe- 
cial needs,’’ McGovern said, adding that if the

State Transportation Secretary Frederick P. 
Salvucci, whose office oversees the IBCAP pro- 
gram, commended McGovern for her support of 
the program and the benefits that mass transit 
options provide for area commuters. 

“We are expecially pleased that we will soon 
be able to offer intercity bus service to special 
needs passengers,”’ Salvucci said. ‘‘Improving 
specialized transportation services is an impor- 
tant part of Gov. Dukakis’ commitment to ex- 
tend employment and other opportunities to 
every citizen in Masschusetts.”’ 

McGovern said that IBCAP awards are made 
on the basis of area highway congestion, avail- 
ability of other public transportation alterna- 
tives and a company’s fleet age, ridership and 
other service characteristics.

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their petition, not that she is enchantd by her 
new home and surroundings. 

The abuttors on North Street, having pur- 
chased their homes sometime ago for resi- 
dential use, were doubtless assured by their 
realtors that the zoning bylaw of this town has 
historically been enforced in a most conserva- 
tive manner by the Board of Appeals. It would 
appear that this assurance should not now be so 
glibly given. It is suggested that the town of 
Andover, with the booming development of its 
industrial areas juxtaposed with attractive resi- 
dential areas and well-served by Routes 93 and 
195 will be a target for such day care centers 
now that the door has been opened. As a home- 
ower in a residential area close to both Route 93 
and an industrial area, I am concerned. 

The 54 objecting abuttors on North Street, ag- 
grieved by this zoning decision, are not without 
their legal remedy. But, that is not the issue. 

The issue is whether the unrestricted new pro- 
vision of the bylwaw, as it may be abetted by 
this decision, is really what the citizens of And- 
over wanted when it was put into effect, bearing 
in mind that the predominant purpose for the 
purchase of residential property is for resi- 
dential use and enjoyment and not for commer- 
cial ventures. No matter how euphemistic the 
term day care may be, let us nat be beguiled 
nto viewing this proposal in pastel shades of 
blue and pink, but rather in the harsh, more 
realistic black ink of corporate enterprise and 
profitability

1910 Halley’s Comet 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

Prelude: When railroading was in its heyday, 
what a thrill it was to watch for the nightly ex- 
press train coming, roaring, around a curve a 
mile or so down the track, its headlight throwing 
its beam ahead, hardly discernible at that dis- 
tance, but brighter and clearer as it came closer 
and finally roaring by you and disappearing in 
the distance. 

Actual: This is what I observed on that night 
in May 1910 at 106 Abbott St., South Lawrence, 
with my father and mother and brother. We had 
a front row seat. 

A dim outline of a round object—it seemed 
fuzzy in appearance—hard to describe its color 
it was so small and so far away, but it quickly 
was getting nearer, brightly illuminated, bigger 
and beautiful, and then suddenly it veered clock- 
wise into a 180 degree slant (I can see it now) 
with a thick core of a long florescent tail follow- 
ing it and almost instantly it was swallowed up 
into the darkness. 

At six years of age, I have a mental picture of 
what I have described stamped indelibly upon 
my memory bank. It was seen by millions, I 
suppose, and was viewed with the naked eye—it 
was beyond words to describe. It was beautiful 
and lasted probably 10 or 12 seconds. 

(P.S. If a person had started to light up his 
pipe and his hands were cupped around the 
bowl, forget it. The parade had gone by.) 

So, for a person now, on November 25, be re- 
ady, Halley is in the Northeast after a lapse of 75 
years.

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Down The Years 
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Building Inspector Ernest N. Hall is seeking informa- 
tion on a Superior Court ruling which may affect the 
placement of political signs in the town. The town of Lyn- 
nfield, was taken into court by a political candidate be- 
cause he had been directed to take down political signs on 
private property. The town apparently has been told tha: 
it may not prohibit the signs. Various factors in the case 
will be investigated to determine whether Andover refusal 
to allow the signs can be upheld in the future.

Andover teachers took their salary and contract woes to 
the sidewalks this week—many of them in front of their 
own school buildings.

Day is Rotten Pay,” to call their classes to order. 

Essex County Commissioners plan to meet with officials 
of the Massachusetts Department of Corrections to dis- 
cuss the construction of a maximum security jail within 
the present 5 and one half million bond order now appro- 
priated to build a central penal facility in the county. 

The Andover School Committee announced an official

A civil rights suit seeking damages in the amount of $1 
million has been filed against three school administrators 
by an Andover resident. The suit cites actions in filling the 
position of a high school building monitor, a position 
which he filed an application for. The plaintiff alleges that 
on Sept. 10, 1975, he made an application for the position of 
high schoo! building monitor and that the application 
deadline was Sept. 25. On Oct. 14 the new position of high 
school building monitor was first created and approved 
and alse filled on the same date. 

George F. Lannan Jr. of High Street, expected to be a 
candidate for selectmen, has been a regular attendant at 
meetings of the board for the past few months taking 
notes and viewing the proceedings. It is expected that he 
will formally announce his candidacy for the board after 
the holidays.
